He 
was optimistic of an early recoverv 
for business in this section, "which 
has lost on the current farm crop, but 
suffered no great depression in perm- 
anent land values, while the North 
and East are hard hit by the vast de- 
cline in security values." 


"Industrial development must come 


slowly and naturally, 
along .sound 


lines," he said. "We know very little 
actually about the causes of the pres- 
ent business depression—how little, is 
explained by the various views which 
different sections hold. Down here we 
think business is sufering from too 
little industry—but in the industrial 
sections', industry thinks it is suffer- 
ing from too little business. 


"Our great need is for industrial 


units similar to our cheese factory or 
whole milk depot, which will take our 
farm products and put them on the 
national market in standardized forms 
at relatively higher prices. Other in- 
dustry will come in the natural course 
of events. Hope is an infant in swad- 
dling clothes, as cities go; and it is a 
long time to Judgment day."

No Verdict in the Case of 


Raiford Ransome 


on Trial 


LAKE VILLAGE—After deliberating 


for three and a half hours Tuesday 
the jury trying Raiford Ransome for 
murder stood six and six. Judge Ban- 
dy ordered the jury to return in the 
morning, at which time the jurors will 
be given copies of the testimony. The 
judge then will expect a verdict. 


The Ransome youth, who was only 


16 years old at the time of the fatal 
shooting of J. H. Jenkins on Decem- 
ber 2, 1928, pleaded self defense. He 
said that Jenkins, a deputy sheriff, 
stopped his car to make a search for 
liquor, and in a fit of anger had fired 
on the boys in the car. He said the 
officer cursed him and his compan- 
ions, and threatened to reload and 
shoot them all. Raiford said he then 
drew his pistol and shot the officer 
twice in an effort to protect himself 
anrt his companions. 


The testimony corresponded with the 


statement the boy made to Wcs Bar- 
low, the officer who took him to jail 
when he was suspected of the crime.

Price ctf Bread Dro^s 


To 8 Cents Per Loaf 


Texarkana Bakers Cut Back From 10 Cents Close to 


Pre-War Level of Prices—iSome Predict Decline 


as Low as 5 Cents Per Loaf 


TEXARKANA—Bread has reached 


an 'almost pre-war price here. Sev- 
eral Texarkana grocery stores are now 
selling bread at seven and a half and 
eight cents a loaf. 


The 10-cent loaf has disappeared 


from Texarkana markets and while 
hone of the bakers or grocery store 
managers will predict it, people are 
hoping the staff of life will again drbp 
to the old price of five cents per loaf. 


But whether the price goes any 


lower or not, the fact that there has 
been a decided reduction in price, is 


gratifying to most of the housewives. 


Some stores here are selling two 


loaves of bread for 15 cents. Drastic 
reductions in the price of flour 1s the 
reason for the price 6*ut, bakers here 
say. They do not believe prices will 
go lower,' as they point out that all 
bread is now wrapped in oil paper fcnd 
more modern and expensive methods 
are used in making bread. 


Anyhow the 12. and 10 cent loaves 


of bread have disappeared here and 
consumers are hopeful that the pre- 
vailing prices will remain, if they do 
, not go lower.
